GENERAL REPORT. 



COUNTIES. 



The county forces throughout the district are efficient in number and dis- 
cipline, but I find that there is a great difficulty in retaining men in the service, 
or of obtaining good recruits, from the following causes, namely, — 

The pay of the Metropolitan Police Force has been materially increased, and 
there being no limit to pay imposed upon the borough forces, which is frequently 
raised to a higher standard than that allowed to counties under the rules sanc- 
tioned by the Secretary of State, both acting as a direct temptation to the con- 
stables to leave the county forces. - A«dded to these causes, I find that the best men 
are often allured away, by the offer of higher wages than they receive in various 
occupations. Taking into consideration the immense importance of keeping 
good men in the service, and of obtaining recruits of a proper class, I do not 
hesitate to state that the time has arrived when the rule limiting the pay of the 
county constabulary requires consideration, as a point of vital consequence to 
the future efficiency of the force. 

Havfrig last year reported upon the advantages of breaking through the 
limits as to the numbers in each class, I have found in several counties the 
second class thrown open to all constables after a few months' service of a pro- 
bationary character, and each year's experience convinces me the more that the 
chance of promotion should in no -case be barred by the want of a vacancy in 
the upper class, but that for general or special good conduct every constable 
should have his chance of immediate promotion on the recommendation of the 
chief constable. 

Extra Duties. 

The inspection of weights and measures is generally under the police in 
counties, and acts exceedingly well, both to the traders and the public ; and 
I hear of very few instances of bad cases being brought before the magistrates 
in comparison -with «what took place a few years ago ; there is, however, a diffi- 
culty about the scales, as they are only seizable under certain circumstances, 
whereas greater inequality and more mischief can be done by having the scales 
out of order than by the deficiency in the weights themselves. 

The inspection of the common lodging-houses is generally under the police, 
and I always -urge this appointment being given to tried and trustworthy 
officers, as a safeguard to the health of the public, and as giving a knowledge 
of who are passing and repassing through the district. 

The appointment of inspectors -af nuisances resting with the Boards of 
Guardians I find "but rarely in the hands of the police ; but I am satisfied that 
if they were so appointed, it ivould l>eud very much to the Bdvantage of the 
inhabitants of every village, particularly in reference to .sanitary measures, 
a question at the present moment peculiarly under the notice of the public. In 
order to get the appointment Tested in the trands xrf the police, I should urge 
a requisition being «eot, signed by the vestry, and forwarded to the Board of 
Guardians, stating it to be the wish of the parishioners that such appointment 
should be made, and on what terms as to remuneration for expenses incurred 
in this extra duty. 

The appointment of the police as assistant relieving officers for the casual 
poor continues to gain ground, but there are still a large number of Boards of 
Guardians who resist it. I have for many years continued to report the most 
satisfactory result arising from the police having these appointments, and I can 
furnish strong instances of its success, but yet much requires to be done, as in 
some cases there is a difficulty which is not easily overcome: I mean particu- 
larly where the workhouses are so far distant from each other, that vagrants 
cannot reach them in^ day, *atrd "where lodging-iwrnses trre used instead of the 
workhouse tramp ward, and where there can be no task of work in the morning 
for the able-bodied, and no discipline to keep order during the night, which 
must be an unsatisfactory mode of administering indiscriminate relief. In the 
the eastern division of the county of Suffolk I found during my inspection

The contract for conveyance from. Saxmundham to union house, Wickbaia 
Mferkefc, distance 8 miles, is, for each journey, 4 & The same from Fmm^ 
lihgham to union house, Wickhain Market, distance 6£ miles, is, for one 
tramp, 3$. ; for two tramps, 5 s. ; for three tramps, 6 s.. 

I beg to suggest that, when the distance betweea workhouse and workhoosee- Relief to rttgrnak* 
is too great to be reached on an average day's tramp, tickets might be issued 
by the master of the workhouse to those Laving for a lodging-house on the 
main road, such lodging-house being under the supervision of a police con- 
stable, who would see the applicant on arrival and departure tlxe next morning. 
As it is, however, I am satisfied if general rules were drawn, out for thia made 
of relief, a great amount of good would arise from it to the destitute, as alao to* . 
the public ; and that with very little difficulty a system, might be organised 
which would supervise the whole of the vagrant population, and. benefit those, 
who are really destitute and travelling for an honest purpose* at the same time 
acting so as to deter the professional mendicant. If I were not overstepping 
my duty as to the suppression of vagrancy > so intimately, connected with crun# t 
1 would suggest some uniform regulation, aa to workhnusa accommodation* 
classification, and discipline under, the Poor Law Board, treating the destitute 
wayfarer with kindness, and the professional with stringent supervision. 
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Expense of extra 
duty. 



The above extra duties imposed upon the force I believe to be of great benefit 
to the public, and I feel confident that the more useful the constabulary can be 
made in undertaking them, the more their services will be valued. The diffi- 
culty of remuneration, however, arises from the 10th section of the 2d & 3d 
Vict. c. 93, but as in the performance of these duties extra expenses must be 
incurred by the officers appointed to undertake them, it seems only just that 
they should be allowed, subject to the confirmation of the chief constable and 
Court of Quarter Sessions. 

Before closing my report upon the county forces, I venture to suggest the 
advantage to be derived by admitting young men of the age of about 20 into 
the force, in preference to ihose of a greater age. I do so because I believe if 
a young man has mind and body to make an efficient constable, he will remain 
in the force as a profession for life, and become an invaluable officer ; but, on 
the contrary, men of greater age have frequently damaged their constitution, 
and formed habits which are antagonistic to the life and discipline to which 
they find themselves subject when they enter the force, and consequently they 
remain but a short time, to the cost and injury of the public ; added to which 
the question of age is of some importance to the superannuation fund.

BOROUGHS. 

All the boroughs reported efficient in my last report continue to work well, 
but the same difficulty arises in obtaining recruits as in the counties. A great 
improvement has, however, taken place in breaking the limit of classes in almost 
all of the large boroughs, and where that has been done I find the constables 
remaining instead of seeking other employment. The authorities of the borough 
of Newcastle-under-Lyme have recently increased their force to an efficient 
number of constables, and as this is a very important borough, I have every 
reason to believe that the force will, on next inspection, obtain a certificate of 
efficiency. Three boroughs over 5,000 now only remain with weak inefficient 
forces, the boroughs of Bridgnorth, Louth, and the city of Oxford. In the 
city of Oxford it will become more important to unite the two forces of the 
University and the City under one head, in consequence of the increase in the 
population which must arise from the works of the Great Western Railway 
being about to be there located. Year by year I have advocated the consolida- 
tion of the two as the right step to be taken, and I am supported in this opinion 
on my inspection each year at Cambridge, where the consolidation appears to 
give general satisfaction. 

The smaller boroughs under 5,000, with the exception of Banbury, Grantham, 
and Stratford-on-Avon, remain in the usual state of inefficiency from weakness 
in number and want of discipline. 

Extra Duties. 

The inspection of weights and measures, common lodging-houses, and 
nuisances are generally under the police, and in many cases the relief of 
vagrants, but there are some large boroughs having workhouses within their 
boundary still disinclined towards giving the police the appointment of assistant 
relieving officer for vagrants, which is not for the want of information upon the 
subject, as I invariably bring it before those authorities, whom I meet annually 
on my tour of inspection. 

General Remarks. 

During the year a general election has taken place, in which the constabu- 
lary have been peculiarly tried, and I am happy to report that generally I have 
found the delicate duty imposed upon them has been satisfactorily performed. 
At the same time, in some cases, remonstrances have been made as to the 
assistance required by small boroughs from county forces, which has been 
refused, and as it is entirely discretionary with the chief constable of the county 
when and where to assist (see 22 & 23 Vict. c. 32, s. 2), it appears desirable 
that some definition should be given as to the claim the small boroughs may 
consider they have upon county forces under cases of emergency. If these 
boroughs decline consolidation, and keep only a small number of constables,

it acts very unfairly upon the county to be called upon to lend their constables, E»*^ Counties, 
neglecting their own duties, and at the risk of being personally damaged, and and NorthWab* 
thereby placed upon tho retiring allowance, perhaps for years, to be paid by the District, 

county. On the other hand, where large and important boroughs keep up a — * 

full and efficient force, and require assistance upon emergency, and where 
counties may require similar aid from such borough forces, I should venture to 
suggest the expediency of such co-operation as one of the most valuable points 
in the working of the whole system, believing that such reciprocity of action 
would add much to the good understanding so desirable between all forces. 

Having, in my last report, brought under your notice the critical state of the Superannuation 
superannuation fund, and being aware that this question is under consideration, fand - 
I merely repeat that in several counties I find the capital likely to be trenched 
upon if any more gratuities or pensions are granted, and that it is therefore of 
great importance that something should be done as speedily as practicable. 

The new law relating to the supervision by the police of the ticket-of-leave Ticke^of-Leave, 
men has now been in operation for a year, and from the information I have 
been able to collect from those in command of the police forces, both county 
and borough, within the district, I can report upon the whole the working of 
the Act has been successful. In the counties, in proportion to population, 
there are not so many cases as in boroughs, as the ticket-of-leave men on 
discharge appear to prefer going to towns ; but both in counties and towns 
I find the police have given every assistance in their power to those who have 
reported themselves and obeyed the conditions of their license. There, how- 
ever, appears a want of uniformity in the proceedings to be taken when these 
men break the conditions of their license, «artd no system is at present adopted 
as to the mode of action when such is the case. There is also a misunder- 
standing about the payment of expenses incurred in the apprehension of men 
who have left one county or borough, and been taken before the magistrates in 
another for re-committal. I should therefore venture to suggest that, in a 
subject of so deep an interest to the public, some central office should be 
established for communication between all local authorities as to the immediate 
mode of proceeding against those who have broken their condition of license, 
as it now frequently occurs that for want of active measures being at once 
taken these men avoid the punishment t}iey deserve, by which they not only 
escape, but an encouragement is given to Others to follow their example.

Note. — Numbers under 1 and 2 are to their credit ; Number 3, unknown ; Number 4, clearly 
against them. 

Appended are the tables of crime and detection as formerly drawn up ; and 
however uninteresting they may appear, if correctly given by the heads of the 
constabulary, aud authenticated by the local authorities, they ought to show 
the comparative amount of crime and of detection, and prove a most important 
return as to the efficiency of the police force. The table of licensed public 
and beer houses, with their misdoings, is also appended ; but the loose system 
of licensing is so notorious, that the licenses revoked appear as if unworthy of 
notice. I find that the punishment of deprivation of license is very much 
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mitigated by the power given to those who lose their license for selling spirits 
falling back without the slightest difficulty in obtaining a license "to sell beer, 
and then still keeping a house open in defiance of the order iri special sessions 
to deprive them of their license, 

I think it right also to mention the difficulty under which the police act as 
regarding Sunday trading at alehouses and beer-houses, arising out of the law 
upon the subject. 

The statutes 11 & 12 Vict, c. 49, and 18 & 19 Vict. c. 118, enact, that no 
licensed victualler nor beer-house keeper shall open his house for the sale of 
beer, nor sell it during certain hours on Sunday, Good Friday^ and Christmas 
day, but are silent against allowing it to be drunk or consumed on the pre- 
mises ; were those words in these statutes, as they are in the original Beer Act 
(1 Will. 4), the difficulty would cease. 

It appears that the beer-house law is equally defective on week days ; the 
statute 3 & 4 Vict. c. 61, s. 15, having the words "not to be drunk on the pre- 
mises,*' are not re-capitulated in the concluding part of the section. 

I cannot do better than refer to the decision of the judges, and remarks 
upon the insufficiency of the law contained in Mr. Stone's excellent work, 
" The Justices' Manual," title, Alehouses and Beer-houses, namely : " It is a 
decision of the Court of Queen's Bench that beer may be sold and brought 
into a room at any time before the forbidden hour, and that the landlord is not 
compelled to -turn out his guests, but justified in allowing them to drink and 
consume it during the time it is not lawful to sell it/' Again, it may be given 
away, and is given away (no doubt covertly and evasively) during the forbidden 
hours, so that it is next to impossible for the police to prove the sale or keeping 
open for sale, which is a serious detriment to their services under this Act. 

In conclusion, I have to report that both county and borough forces gene- 
rally have progressed in efficiency during the year, and to add that on my 
inspection I derived great advantage from occasionally attending the courts, 
either at the assizes or quarter sessions, for the purpose of observing the 
manner in which cases were got up by the police, and how constables gave 
their evidence when under examination— a test of great value when inquiring 
into the character and working of a force, and practically one of more im- 
portance than the common routine of an annual inspection, in proving the 
efficiency of the force in their most responsible duties.

Extra Duties performed by the Police. — Inspectors of weights and measures, 
inspectors of lodging houses, inspectors of nuisances, high constables, and assist- 
ant relieving officers for casual poor, of whom 4,560 were relieved during the 
year, being an increase of 487 over the previous year. Seventeen constables 
resigned, and six wefre dismissed during the year. 

107 known thieves, and 626 suspected persons, are reported to reside within 
the county.

This is much to be accounted for by 
the arrangement made in the Wickam Market Union as to conveying applicants 
to the workhouse instead of giving them tickets on lodging houses, which system 
I have alluded to in my general report. 

Eleven constables resigned during the year. Eighty known thieves and 232 
suspected persons are reported to reside within this district of the county and 
. the consolidated boroughs. The station-house at Halesworth is finished and 
that at Bungay improved ; four ticket-of-leave men have regularly reported 
themselves during the year, and one has been re-committed ; some difficulties 
having arisen as to the residence of the chief constable, I inquired into the sub- 
ject, and was given to understand that it would be changed, according to the 
wish of the magistrates. I particularly examined the diaries of the force, which 
appeared to me to be very well kept ; occasionally, however, finding no entry 
as to attending divine service, a point I invariably find properly entered in all 
county forces. The force is efficient.

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The police do not undertake any extra duties. Twenty-five constables were 
dismissed^ and 90 resigned during the year, an increase of 21 constables who 
have left the force over the number reported to have done so last year, being 
30 per cent, upon the whole force. 

This high average of change, which has continued for some years in this 
force, must in a great degree arise from the low rates of pay which has been 
given, and which, consequently, did not encourage the proper class of recruits 
to enter the service ; this, however, has been remedied by a vote of increase of 
pay to all the ranks, which is to take place in January next, and will, I have 
no doubt, produce a beneficial effect in bringing a better class of men, and of 
keeping those constables who have become of value to the force by their period 
of service and knowledge of their duties ; notwithstanding the great change 
alluded to, the force maintains its efficiency, although weak as to the popula- 
tion and houses, which are greatly on the increase ; an addition to the force will, 
I trust, soon be voted, so as to complete the force to 400 met. Nine hundred and 
twelve known thieves and 591 suspected persons are reported to reside within the 
borough. The station-houses are all in good order. Sixty-eight ticket of-leave 
men have regularly reported themselves during the year, and 1 7 have changed their 
residence under the regulation. Thirty-one have broken their condition of license, 
and nine have been re-committed. In the criminal return there is an increase in 
the number of indictable offences reported during the year, which is to be ac- 
counted for by the last year's returns not having included all the cases reported 
over 5*. value. The present returns have been carefully investigated, and 
appear correct. In the return of drunk and disorderly persons there is a great 
increase in the number proceeded against and in the number of persons com- 
mitted. The public-houses and beer-houses appear to have been largely pro- 
ceeded against ; and the police appear to have well performed their duty in this 
respect by the proportion of those proceeded against having been convicted.

— Inspectors of weights and measures, 
nuisances, and assistant relieving officers for casual poor, of whom 1,950 were 
relieved during the year, being an increase of 289 over the number relieved the 
previous year, which is to be accounted for by the relief having been given 
only during this year by the police in one division. 

Eleven constables resigned and three were dismissed during the year, which 
is a high average in the change of constables. Forty-six known thieves and 
146 suspected persons are reported to reside within the county and consolidated 
boroughs. The station-houses are in order, but Nef-yn and Bettws-y-coed 
require improvement ; that at Portmadock has been improved during the year.

NINTH ANNUAL REPORT of Iieut-Colonel John Woodford, Inspector of 
Constabulary and Police Forces in the Northern District, for the Year 
ended 29th September 1865. 



To the Right Honourable Sir George Grey, Bart., g. c. b., &c. &c. &c, Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for the Home Department. 

Sir, The Cliff, Prestoif, 29 November 1865. 

Having completed my ninth annual inspection of the constabulary and police 
forces in the several counties and boroughs in the northern district, I have now 
the honour to lay before you my reports on the state of efficiency in which they 
appeared to me to have been maintained in the year ended on the 29th of 
September last. 

In the course of my inspection I noticed that the difficulty of procuring 
properly-qualified men for service in the police, a difficulty which had already 
manifested itself previous to my last report, had in the interim become so greatly 
aggravated by the high rates of wages now paid for labour, and the strong 
inducements held out in other avocations for employment, in which men in the 
position of well-lrained and intelligent police constables of good character are, 
deemed to be peculiarly well adapted, that there seemed to be much danger of 
the service becoming seriously impaired. 

Acting as it would seem upon this conviction, the justices, in some of the 
counties, and the watch committees in several of the boroughs, having taken 
the subject into consideration, determined upon meeting the difficulty, by re-' 
vising and increasing, by "regular progression, the rates of pay, in some instances, 
of the several ranks and classes, while in others the advance of pay was . 
restricted to the lower ranks only, viz., Serjeants and constables, with a view, 
no doubt, of inducing men of character and intelligence not merely to enter 
the service, but moreover to continue in it, by holding out the further induce- 
ment of such additional pecuniary advantages following upon length of service, 
as might reasonably be expected to have the desired effect. 

For three years past it hag been my duty to represent to you that the police 
force of the borough of Sheffield has not, in my opinion, been maintained in a 
state of general efficiency in point of number ; I have now, however, the satis- 
faction to report, that by an augmentation ordered by the town council some 
time in January last, and since carried into effect, the numerical strength of 
that force is now again sufficient for the ordinary requirements of the borough. 

I have further to acquaint you that, since my last report, the police forces of 
the boroughs of Doncaster apd Warrington have also been augmented, and th^t 
I am of opinion that the authorised strength of eaqh of those establishments is 
now sufficient for all the ordinary purposes of police within those boroughs. 

Cougleton, There still remain in this district 13 boroughs, named in the margin, in which 
Macclesfield, the number of men maintained as constables is, in my opinion, so inadequate 
Stockport, Kendal, | n proportion to the population as entirely to disentitle them to any participa- 
te^ B°ackhum^ x * on * n ^ e annual grant from the Treasury. I have, however, the gratification 
Bolton, Oldham/ to add, that in a large majority of those boroughs the officers and constables 
Berwick, seemed, in the main, to have been selected with much judgment, and by their 
Richmond, demeanour and air of individual efficiency appeared to be men well adapted for 
Dewsburyf Ripon. an intelligent discharge of their several duties. 

It was my duty to represent to you, in my last report, that my attention 
having been directed to the practice of employing constables as collectors; of 
money, under the denomination of market tolls, &c. &c, I had thereupon felt it- 
incumbent upon me not only to prosecute inquiries upon the subject, but to 
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point out the propriety of discontinuing the practice in those boroughs where &o. sr 

I found it to exist, as such employment of the men could not be looked upon Northern District. 

as a part of their duty as police constables. 

In regard to this matter, the only demur I have yet encountered was at South 
Shields, where the superintendent of the police force of that borough is still 
persistently employed as " collector of the market tolls/'

The township of Claughton, comprising 436 acres, and containing, at the 
census of 1861, a population of 1,584 persons, having been absorbed by the 
borough of Birkenhead, the charge thereof has necessarily been relinquished 
by the chief constable of the county constabulary. 

This force, which seems to-be composed of an intelligent and very effective 
body of men, well clothed and well appointed, having had an augmentation of 
four men, consisted in the whole, when inspected between the 18th and 24th of 
April, of 235 officers and constables, of whom eight constables are retained at 
head quarters as a reserve, and seven have been appointed under the provisions 
of the Act 3 & 4 Vict. c. 88, s. 19. 

The books in the several divisions appeared to have been well and properly 
kept, and such of the station-houses, offices, and cells for prisoners as fell 
under inspection were very clean and in good order. 

The Inspector has pleasure in reporting that, in his opinion, the constabulary 
force of this county has been maintained in a highly satisfactory state of 
discipline and efficiency. 

Borough of Birkenhead.

The boundary of this borough has been extended, and the number of the 
population slightly increased, oy the annexation of the township of Claughton, 
which covers an area of 436 acres, and at the census taken in 1861 contained a 
population ctf 1,584 persons. 

This policfe force is composed of a remarkably fine body of men, and when 
inspected on the 21st April was found to have had, since the last report, an 
augmentation of 10 men, making a total strength of 95 officers and constables ; 
but of this number one inspector and 22 constables continue to be maintained 
at the expense of the Mersey Docks and Harbour Company. 

The clothing and accoutrements of this force were of good quality and in 
good serviceable condition; the offices and charge-room, which are suffi- 
ciently commodious, and the cells for prisoners, were clean and in good order, 
and the books appeared to have been well and properly kept. 

Shortly after the inspection an addition of 50 /. per annum was made to the 
pay of the head constable. 

The Inspector has, in conclusion, to report that, in his opinion, this force has 
been maintained in a highly satisfactory state of discipline and general 
efficiency.

There has not been any alteration in the strength of the police force of this 
city since the last report, though a considerable number of changes have taken 
place among the men, by resignation or dismissal* to the extent of nearly two- 
fifths of the whole establishment. 

When inspected, on the 22d April, the force was complete, and presented the 
appearance of a fine and very effective body of men ; the clothing, however, 
seemed to be somewhat deficient in quality, or, at any rate, much inferior to 
that which had been provided in some other boroughs at no greater expense. 

The books appeared to have been well kept. The office, charge-room, and 
cells for prisoners being of a temporary character, pending the rebuilding of 
the town-hall, do not call for any observations beyond the fact that they were 
clean and in good order. 

The Inspector is of opinion that the number of this force is, on the whole* 
sufficient for the ordinary duties of the city, and that there are good grounds 
for believing that it will be maintained in a satisfactory state of efficiency.

Ostensibly there has been an addition to this force of one constable, but as 
he is maintained at the expense of a body styled the u Silk Association," the 
number supported by the Town Council remains the same as before. 

As, in other respects, there has been no alteration whatever, there is nothing 
left to the Inspector but once more to report that, in his opinion, the number of 
this establishment is not sufficient. 

When inspected, on the 18th of April, it appeared that the books, though few, 
had not been very carefully kept ; and that a considerable degree of dampness 
had begun to exhibit itself in some of the cells for prisoners, which seemed to 
have arisen from faulty construction or a defective site.

This establishment, though few in number, appeared to consist of a respect- 
able and healthy body of men ; their clothing and accoutrements were in good 
serviceable condition ; the books seemed to have been well and systematically 
kept, and the cells for prisoners, though for reasons already stated liable to 
some objections, were very clean and in good order.

The books appeared to have been properly kept, and the office, charge-room, 
and cells for prisoners were clean and in good order. 

The number of this establishment, in the opinion of the Inspector, is not 
sufficient for the ordinary duties of this large and populous borough.

The inspection of the constabulary force of this county was begun on the 
22d of June and completed on the 10th of July, at which time there were 15 
men required to complete the establishment, which, having since the last 
report had an augmentation of 16 men, consisted then of one chief constable, 
one assistant chief constable, one chief clerk, one assistant clerk, 20 superinten- 
dents, 18 inspectors, 114 Serjeants, and 623 constables, making a total of 779 
officers and men, of whom one Serjeant and 10 constables have been appo inted 
under the provisions of the Act 3 & 4 Vict. c.

The inspection of the police force of this borough occupied two days, the 29th 
and 30th of June, at which time there were 29 men required to complete the 
establishment; 14 were reported sick from natural causes, 11 injured in 
the execution of their duty, one on leave of absence, and one employed on 
special duty. 

Since the last report, a small body of men, consisting of orie superintendent, 
three coxswains, and 18 constables, has been organized for service on the river 1 
this is in addition to the constables employed at the expense of the borough 
and docks respectively, viz. — (as shown by the latest returns), 717 of the 
former and 313 of the latter. It will be seen that these numbers, in their 
proportions, are different to those given in the last report, when the number of 
men apportioned to the borough as the "Town Division " was 690, the number 
attached to the u Dock Division " having then appeared to be 340. With the 
augmentation above mentioned, the present authorised strength of the police 
force of the borough amounts in the whole to 1,052 officers and constables. 

This force, when assembled for inspection on the 29th June, was put through 
a variety of military movements by Major Greig, the very able and zealous 
head constable of the borough, which were executed with remarkable steadi- 
ness and precision. The men looked well, and, to all appearance, thoroughly 
effective; the clothing and accoutrements were in excellent condition; the books 
appeared to have been well kept, and those cells for prisoners which fell under 
inspection on this occasion were very clean and in good order, with the excep- 
tion of those in two of the smaller bridewells, which by reason of their position, 
being partly underground, are neither fit nor altogether safe of approach when 
drunken or unruly prisoners have to be dealt with. 

The difficulty of obtaining duly qualified men for service in the police was 
adverted to in the last report on the state of the force in this borough. Finding 
that this difficulty was in no degree alleviated by time, the Watch Committee 
at length determined upon submitting the subject to a sub-committee for 
inquiry and consideration. On the 22nd of August last, the sub-committee pre- 
sented a report recommending an increase of the pay of the several ranks and 
classes : that report, from which the following extracts and the revised scale of 
pay have been taken, having been approved of by the Watch Committee, was 
laid before the Town Council on the 6th of September, when it was finally 
adopted and confirmed : 

The sub-committee appointed to consider the pay and allowances of the police force of 
the borough, report as follows : — Your sub-committee having carefully inquired into the 
matters referred to them — having heard the statements of the head constable thereon, and 
having had before them full information as to police arrangements in other parts of the 
United Kingdom, find — 

1. That it is difficult to obtain thoroughly competent and suitable men to join the force, 
owing to the superior pecuniary inducements held out to them in other avocations ; and 
that, notwithstanding the daily increasing requirements as to the services of the police, 
the force has not for some time past had its full complement of men. 

2. That it is also difficult, from the same cause, to retain men in the force when they 
have joined ; and that it is most desirable, after a good officer has acquired a knowledge of 
police duty, that his services should be permanently secured. Upwards of 25 per cent, 
of the whole strength of the force leave in the course of 12 months, causing additional 
expense as to cjothing, and, irrespective of the time consumed in instructing new men, 
impairing the general efficiency of the body.

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3. That the character and habits of a large portion of the population, and other 
peculiar circumstances connected with the town, render it of the highest importance 
that the Corporation should have for police officers not only men respectable in character 
but possessing considerable intelligence, and that the best means by which this object 
can be attained, and the difficulties above mentioned be overcome, are by increasing the 
rate of pay on admission into the force, and by making such re-arrangements of the staff 
and augmentation of wages as will induce men who have once entered the service [to 
make it their occupation for life. 

Your sub-committee have therefore prepared a statement of the alterations which, with 
due regard to sound economy, appear to them best calculated to accomplish those 
purposes, and they submit the same for the consideration of the Watch Committee.

Deductions when Sick. — No deductions from salaried officers. The other officers and men, when 
sick, have their pay stopped, the annual amount being about 2,300 /. ; they subscribe, on an average, 
4 d. per week to a sick club, from which they draw 12 5. per week when ill, and in case of death 
12/. for funeral expenses. 

Allowances.— The divisional superintendents, in-door superintendent, and two superintendents, 
superintendent and inspector of fire brigade, governor of Main Bridewell, and the resident bridewell 
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keepers, have each a free residence in their respective divisions, and at their stations. Uniform No. 2 

clothing is supplied ; but when not worn by constables on special duty an allowance is given of 2 *. Northern District. 

per week, and two pairs of boots annually. Inspectors and clerks, 1 /. 6 s . 8 d- annually for boots. 

Superintendents, 2 1 2 s. annually for hats and boots. Chief clerk, statistical clerk, storekeeper, and 
detective inspectors, 13 Z. per annum ; and clerks 2 s> per week, in lieu of uniform clothing.

Retiring Allowances from Superannuation. — After 15 years' service, a sum not more than one-half 
nor less than three-eighths of average pay. After 20 years 1 service, a sum not more than two*thirds 
nor less than one-half of average pay, provided the age be not under 62 years if below the rank of 
superintendent, and 55 of or above that rank. After 10 years' service, a sum not exceeding three* 
eighths nor less than one-fourth, if worn out. After five years, a gratuity equal to 20 days' pay for 
every year's service. Men disabled by bodily injuries, received in the execution of their duty, may 
be allowed an annual sum not exceeding two-thirds.

The Inspector, in conclusion, is much gratified in reporting that, notwith- 
standing the difficulty experienced in obtaining competent men to supply 
vacancies, this force has, in his opinion, been maintained in a highly satisfactory 
state of discipline and general efficiency.

The inspection of the several station-houses, charge-rooms, cells for prisoners, 
and the books connected with the police force of this city, was made on the 
11th, but owing to the interruption occasioned by the general election and 
other unavoidable causes, the men were not inspected till the 27th of July, at 
which time there were 36 men required to complete the establishment, con- 
sisting in the whole of 670 officers and constables, eight of whom, however, are 
not maintained at the expense of the borough. This force, when assembled 
for inspection, presented the appearance of a well-chosen effective body of men, 
and executed a variety of military movements with much steadiness and 
precision ; their clothing and accoutrements were in good condition ; the books 
both at the central station and in the offices of the several divisions appeared 
to have been properly kept ; and the quarters for the men, charge rooms, and 
the generality of the cells for prisoners, were very clean and in good order. 

The same difficulty of obtaining the services of men suitable for the police 
which had manifested itself in various other places having also been felt here, 
the Watch Committee referred the subject to the consideration of a sub- 
committee, from whose report, which was presented and adopted on the 3d of 
August, the following extracts have been taken, viz : — 

Your sub-committee have considered the report of the chief constable on the difficulty 
he experiences in obtaining suitable men to serve in the police force, and in consequence 
of which the efficiency of the force is much impaired. It appears that this difficulty has 
existed for some time, but it has much increased within the past twelve months. 

Your sub-committee are informed that the same difficulty in obtaining men exists in 
other police forces, and that in the constabulary of this county and tne borough of 
Liverpool the subject has been under the consideration of the authorities, and that in 
the county it has been already decided to make a considerable advance in the pay and 
salaries of the different ranks. 

It will be admitted that, to attract men possessed of the requisite qualifications for 
the important duties of a police constable, whose education and character must be 
superior to those of an ordinary labourer, some higher inducement must be offered than 
the wages which can be earned by unskilled workmen. Your sub-committee, after due 
inquiry, consider that the present wages of the city police are not sufficient to attract 
men oi the proper stamp, and they find that many promising young constables are tempted 
to leave the force after a few months trial by the higher inducements which are else- 
where offered. 

The attention of your sub-committee has been directed to the present pay of a 
constable, and to the restrictions with which it is surrounded, and more particularly to 
the fact that, however active and useful a constable may prove himself to be, he has no 
advance to look forward to excepting by promotion to a higher rank. The number of 
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prizes in the way of promotion is comparatively small, as the proportion of officers to 
constables is about one to 6 J, and vacancies are of such rare occurence that a constable 
may have to wait for years without having the opportunity of being advanced to a 
superior grade. It must also be remembered that a man may possess all the requisites 
for an excellent constable, and vet not be fit for the duties of an officer. With the view 
of providing a remedy, your sub-committee propose to modify the rules relating to the 
length of service required for advancement to tne higher rates of pay, and also to intro- 
duce a system of rewarding those men who specially distinguish themselves by their 
activity and intelligence in the discharge of their duties. 



The scale which your sub-committee recommends for adoption is as follows, viz.-

Your sub-committee further suggest that there shall also be two merit classes, the 
number of men in each class being limited to 10 in each division ; that the first merit class 
shall receive an additional weekly allowance of 2 *. 6 d. 9 and the second merit class an 
additional weekly allowance of 1 *. 

That appointments to these classes shall be specially reserved for those constables who 
distinguish themselves by their general good conduct and marked activity and usefulness 
in the discharge of their duties. That selections for the merit distinction may be made from 
cither the first, second, or third classes. 

Second class Serjeants, on promotion - 
First class Serjeants to be limited to one half the entire 
number of Serjeants, and it being necessary that a 
second class serjeant to be eligible must have 
served three years, and have distinguished him- 
self by activity and usefulness ...

That the superintendents shall, on appointment, receive 175 /. per annum, inclusive of 
15 L allowance for a house, and in two years, providing they continue to give satisfac- 
tion, 200 L per annum. That those superintendents for whom house accommodation is 
provided at the police stations shall not receive the allowance of 15 /. 

In conclusion, the Inspector has to report that he is convinced that no steps 
have been left untried in the endeavour to keep up this force to its full comple- 
ment, and to maintain it in a complete state of efficiency.

The numerical strength of this police force has been increased by the addition 
of two men, and a change in its organisation has been effected by an increase of 
two inspectors and two Serjeants ; the force, as now constituted, consisted

Though there has been no alteration of the apthprized strength of the police 
force of this borough since the last report, there seems to have, been ^ change in 
its organisation, as when inspected on the 18th of Mjay, it was foupd to consist 
of one chief constable, two superintendents, five inspectors, six sub-inspectors, 
25 sergeants, and 224 constables, five of whom are employed 3& detectives.

Mfhfiifctjhg police force of this borough w^ mspeqtcjd on the 2§th of April, it 
was found to have had an augmentation* bringipg up the total streqgtfr of the 
establishment to 241 officers and constables, of whom 209 were assembled for 
inspection, 18 were returned on duty, eight were reported sick, three on leave 
of absence, and three were required to make up the full complement. 

The men assembled for inspection presented an appearance of much smartness 
and general intelligence, they were abundantly supplied with clothing and the 
requisite accoutrements, all of which appeared to be in good serviceable con- 
dition. 

The books also seemed to have been well and properly kept. 

Measures have been taken, and are now in full operation for the erection, on 
an approved plan, of a series of cells for the temporary confinement of prisoners ; 
no further observations, therefore, are needed in respect of those hitherto in 
use.

In addition to the ordinarjr -pay; pecuniary allowances are also granted to 
those officers and constables who are appointed to act as inspectors of nuisances, 
low lodgings, and weights and measures, and as assistant relieving officers. 

Tn indictable offences there has been a considerable decrease during the year, 
and fewer persons have been committed for trial ; for offences also which are 
determined summarily, considerably fewer persons have been proceeded against 
than in the previous year.

Superintendents provide their own horses, but are supplied with carts, and harness, and stabling, 
and allowed respectively for forage, &c., one 48 f. f one 44' L, and seven 40 /., annually. 

In this county the number of the police force and the rates of pay granted to 
the several ranks of officers and constables have undergone no change during 
the year. 

No progressive scale of pay is in operation ; but some of the officers who act 
as inspectors of weights and measures and low lodging-houses, and as assistant

No alteration has taken place in the number of the police force of this county, 
but the classes of the Serjeants and constables have been altered, and a consider- 
able increase made to the pay of the different grades of officers and constables. 

No progressive scale of pay, however, for length of service has been adopted, 
and no extra remuneration is granted to any members of the force who are 
appointed to act as inspectors of nuisances, weights and measures, and low lodg- 
ings, or as assistant relieving officers, &c.

In addition to the ordinary duties, the police are also appointed to act as 
inspectors of weights and measures, low lodging houses, and nuisances, and also 
as assistant relieving officers, and excise officers, and as conservators of rivers, 
under the Salmon Fisheries Act ; and generally without any remuneration be- 
yond the regular pay, except to those who act as inspectors of nuisances and as 
assistant relieving officers. 

The station houses are maintained in a cleanly state, the one, however, which 
is situated at Maenclohog is very small, and much too limited in accommodation 
for a married officer, and it would not be desirable to place an unmarried 
officer in charge of a station with cells. The indictable offences which have 
been reported are considerably less in number than in the previous year, as are. 
also the apprehensions and committals for trial for such offences ; fewer persons 
hajve also be^n proceed erf against fofr tUe class of 'offences, which predetermined 
summarily. ■ K ' \ ' :

There is no prop** poUoe ete^ion, and the cells, which are in a detached 
t miiaiug , urr dark, cold, and damp, and quite unfit in their present condition for 
the confinement of prisoners. 

The indictable offences which have been reported, and the apprehensions 
and committals for trial, are the same as in the previous year, viz. : two in 
number in each case, and 83 persons were proceeded against summarily, being 
one more person so dealt with as compared with the previous year. 

The number of vagrants who were jprovided with shelter by the police during 
the year are stated to have amounted to 82 persons. 

In this borough the services of another constable are required, in order to 
afford proper protection by day and by night.

The superintendents, in addition to their ordinary duties, are appointed to act 
as inspectors of weights and measures, but no additional pay is granted for 
such duties ; to three of the constables, however, who act as assistant relieving 
officers, a small remuneration is accorded. 

Two new police stations are in the course of construction, one at Rhayader, 
and the other at Knighton ; at Presteign, a better station is also required, as the 
accommodation in the present station is very limited, and the cells also badly 
constructed. 

The indictable offences which have been reported are considerably less than 
in the previous year, and very much fewer persons have also been apprehended 
and committed for trial. For offences, however, which are determined 
summarily rather more persons have been proceeded against. 

The number of vagrants who have been passed by the police to lodging 
houses during the year are stated to have amounted to 1,182 persons. 

The duties are generally well provided for, and I consider the force to be in 
an efficient state. 
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EIGHTH REPORT of Colonel John Kinloch, Her Majesty's Inspector of the 
Constabulary of Scotland, for the year ending 15th March 1866, 



GENERAL REPORT. 



To the Right Honourable Sir George Grey, Bart, g.c.b., m.p., Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of State for the Home Department. 

Sir, Logie, Kirriemuir, N. B., 25 April 1866. 

I have the honour to lay before you this, my Eighth Report, on the state and 
efficiency of the Police Forces of the counties and burghs in Scotland. 

There is still great improvement required in many of the police stations and Police stations* 
lockups in counties and burghs ; and, in both, houses or lodgings are much 
wanted for the officers, Serjeants, and constables and their families to reside in. 

The want of such stations prevents many good men from remaining in the 
police service, and many from entering it at all. Many of the lockups are unfit 
for the detention of prisoners, particularly in cold and damp weather, being 
totally unprovided with any means for drying or warming them. 

The burgh of Dingwall, in Ross-shire, has united with the county for police 
purposes, in terms of the 61st section of the Act. 

The burgh of Stranraer, having extended the bounds of the royalty so as to 
include the parliamentary burgh, now numbers upwards of 5,000 inhabitants ; 
and having reorganised its police force, I am enabled to report it efficient in 
numbers. 

Dumfries is the only burgh with a population exceeding 5,000 inhabitants that 
continues to be inefficient both in numbers and discipline. 

The number of resignations, desertions, and dismissals from police forces is Resignations and 
greater than in any previous year. This is very easily accounted for. Men dismissals, 
with the qualifications necessary for the police service, — in the prime of life, of 
good character, with a good education, with tact, temper, and general intelli- 
gence, — can now obtain better remuneration in many other professions or trades, 
on easier terms, with a less number of hours' work or duty, and subjected to less 
discipline, besides having their Saturday evenings and Sundays to themselves, 
which are the busiest times of the week for the police. 

Many avoid entering this service, or having entered it are so soon dissatisfied 
with the remuneration given for the amount of duty required of them, the 
prospect of promotion being so distant, and there being no superan- 
nuation or retiring allowance to look forward to, after spending the best part of 
their lives in it, that they resign, or even desert, rather than serve the short 
time usually required for warning, or become so careless and indifferent in the 
execution of their duties, that their chief officers are obliged to dismiss them. 

In addition to the better pay of many trades and professions in the present 

prosperous state of the country, emigration presents many attractions, either to 
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4 EIGHTH REPORT OF THE 

our own colonies or to America, to men possessed of the qualifications above 
mentioned. Added to these, it is well known throughout Scotland that the pay 
of the Metropolitan and City of London police forces (upwards of 8,000 men), 
and those of some of the larger cities and boroughs in England, is considerably 
higher than in Scotland, and that the rate of pay in the English counties has 
also lately been raised, and in some of these forces there is a superannuation 
and retiring fund on a liberal scale after a certain number of years' service. 

The time appears now to have arrived when the subject of readjusting the 
pay of the police force in Scotland should be immediately taken into considera- 
tion by the Government, and also by the local authorities of counties and burghs, 
or the present standard of the police cannot much longer be maintained, but, on 
the contrary, is likely to be deteriorated, and the efficiency of the force generally 
impaired. 

To remedy this, an addition should be made to the present minimum pay of 
the lowest class, and more rap id and certain promotion should be open to the 
higher paid classes and grades, after having proved themselves qualified by a 
limited period of good-conduct service. This has already been done in some of 
the principal forces, both of counties and burghs, and the limit previously fixed 
for the number of those in the higher classes has been removed, so that a con- 
stable is not required to wait for a vacancy after he has proved himself duly 
qualified for a higher step. 

I have already recommended that good stations or lodgings should be 
provided for constables and their families, at a moderate rent ; and this would 
be equal in value to a rise of pay, whilst it would not add to the burden on 
the ratepayers, as the rents would be paid by those who occupy them. 

But a superannuation fund, with a retiring allowance after certain periods of 
service, as in the Metropolitan, City of London, and other police forces, and in 
other branches of the Civil Service, is the boon that is most desired ; and I find 
that a general feeling of disappointment exists in all ranks of the police forces in 
this country from there being no such fund already established on a sound and 
practical footing. 

It is well known that educated and intelligent Scotchmen, with good charac- 
ters and recommendations, are cordially welcomed and received into the police 
forces in England, where their prospects are brighter than in the same service in 
their own country. 

A superannuation fund has been established in the Greenock police force, but 
it is on rather too limited a scale to be of much benefit or temptation to mem- 
bers of the force to continue in it on that account.

In Kincardineshire, the lives of the constables have been insured up to a cer- 
tain age ; half of the annual premiums are paid by themselves, and the rest by 
the county. 

The more numerous changes reported by resignations, dismissals, and deser- 
tions, prove the necessity of having a reserve force of a few constables at head- 
quarters to be trained to their duties, before taking charge of a beat or station; 
and this is much more necessary in county police forces than in burghs, as they 
are out of sight, and frequently out of reach, of any of their officers or Serjeants, 
or even any of their more experienced comrades, to whom to apply for advice or 
assistance when required. 

Two reserve constables have been authorised to be appointed in Roxburgh- 
shire, and one has been added in Berwickshire, and one in East Lothian. 

The illegal destruction of salmon in contravention of the " Tweed Acts/* con- 
tinues to be carried on to a considerable extent in the counties of Berwick, 

Peebles, 
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Peebles, Roxburgh, and Selkirk, on the river Tweed and its tributaries ; but the 
number of convictions, and the amount of fines and expenses, are less during last 
year than the one before. 

The limited number of men for the great extent of rivers to be watched has 
made it impossible as yet to protect the fishing completely ; but it is expected 
that the appointment of permanent constables in the above-mentioned counties 
may prove more effectual than the watchers or bailiffs formerly employed tempo- 
rarily during the close season, although it will be necessary to employ some of 
the latter under the permanent constables.

The constabulary of many counties in Scotland have been very actively em- Cattle 
ployed in carrying out the Cattle Plague Act, Orders in Council, Regulations of 
the justices of peace and local authorities. 

The rural police was the only available machinery for this purpose, and 
might, with great benefit, have been taken advantage of at an earlier period, 
immediately on the appearance of the disease or even before, when it was too 
well known to be gradually but certainly approaching. 

In some counties, particularly in the north, extra constables were employed 
temporarily to assist the regular police force ; and in Aberdeenshire there were 
upwards of 40 extra men engaged to form an agricultural police cordon along 
the River Dee, and parts adjoining other counties. 

In some cases chief constables had difficulty in getting suitable men when 
required, owing to the remuneration for their services having been fixed so low. 
As they were only engaged temporarily, by the week, and trustworthy, intelli- 

fjent men were required for a most important and responsible duty, a more 
iberal remuneration might have been justly and wisely offered. 

In some counties in Scotland the chief constables are employed as procurators Chief constables as 
fiscal to the justices of the peace in statutory offences. procurators fiscal. 

This system began some years ago by their being so employed in cases of 
contravention of " Turnpike and Statute Labour Road Acts." 

Now they are required to prosecute in the numerous other cases under the 
" Weights and Measures," and " Public-houses " Acts, " Salmon Fishing/' and 
" Poaching Prevention" Acts, and, in the counties of Edinburgh and Ross, under 
the Acts, Orders in Council, Regulations of justices of peace and local authorities, 
with regard to the Cattle Plague. 
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These duties take up a great deal of the chief constables 9 time that might be 
more properly devoted to their police duties. Much time is occupied in pre- 
paring these cases, besides conducting them in court ; and some of them require 
a considerable amount of practical knowledge of the criminal law and mode of 
procedure in this country. The last-mentioned Acts are comparatively new, and 
therefore require much tact, judgment, and skill in prosecuting cases under 
them, and they are liable to make the police extremely unpopular. 

It is the duty of the police to endeavour to prevent, or to detect and report 
all such cases, but to make them the prosecutors as well as reporters is a matter 
deserving consideration. In large counties, such as Fife, Perth, and Ross, the 
numerous police duties devolving upon the chief constables are sufficient, with- 
out their being required to prosecute statutory cases before justices of peace in 
many different and sometimes distant parts of their counties. In Ross-shire 
the chief constable acts as procurator at Ullapool, Jeantown, Gairloch, and 
Lochalsh, at distances of from 45 to 64 miles from head-quarters at Dingwall. 

The counties of Aberdeen, Ayr, Forfar, Peebles, and Renfrew do not allow 
their chief constables to act as procurators fiscal, as in the counties before 
mentioned. 

In small counties, where the time of the chief constables is not in general so 
fully occupied, their acting as procurators is not, perhaps, so objectionable as in 
the larger counties, but the propriety and principle of their being so employed is 
worthy of consideration. 

The superintendents of police of some of the burghs act as procurators fiscal 
in the police courts. 

Vagrancy. By the annexed return of cases of vagrancy reported by the police, there were 

2,093 less than the year before, but 1,275 more children, In 12 counties there 
was an iucrease, and in 19 a decrease. 

The Act 28 & 29 Vict. c. 56, "To provide for the Better Prevention of Tres- 
pass in Scotland," commonly called the "Trespass Act," passed last Session, and 
has not yet been a year in operation. On the whole it has proved a benefit, so 
far as it goes, and where it was actively put in force; but it merely gives the 
police power to prevent vagrants from lodging m any premises * without the 
consent of the owner?," and from " encamping or lighting fires on roads, in 
woods, or on enclosed and cultivated land." 

This applies almost entirely to the class of vagrants called " gipsies,'' a tinkers,** 
or " muggers," who formerly could not be interfered with by the police. 

The objects of the Act, and the endeavours of the police to carry out. its pro- 
visions, are much impeded and rendered nugatory by persons in the country 
(generally the families of farmers and cottagers, and their servants), giving per- 
mission to the above-mentioned vagrants and unlicensed petty hawkers to 
lodge in their barns, bytes, stables, and outhouses, — considering it charity to do 
so, and particularly to the women and numerous children who generally 
accompany the men. 

This mistaken charity, however, is, in many cases, most ungratefully acknow- 
ledged and rewarded, as these wandering tribes are frequently suffering from 
infectious diseases, and there is no doubt that the "Rinderpest" or "Cattle 
Plague " has been in some cases conveyed by them from affected to unaffected 
places, in spite of Orders in Council, justices of peace, and " local authorities." 

. The following letteT, signed " An Inspector of Poor,'* lately appeared in the 
," Scotsman " newspaper, and gives but too true an account of the evils of 
vagrancy that prevail at the present day in Scotland. 

c.I . " Vagrant 
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" Vagrant Propagators of Plague. 

" In taking precautions against the extension of the cattle plague, the autho- 
rities seem to have overlooked the numerous houseless vagrants who wander 
from farm to farm, sleeping generally in outhouses, often byres, or places adjoin- 
ing byres. Not long ago I saw at a highland farm steading a bed in one of the 
cow-stalls, to which beggars in general were made welcome ; and m a case in 
my own parish I found that a farmer had lodged a sick vagrant in an outhouse 
where calves were kept. I understand, however, from information furnished by 
beggars themselves, that they commonly sleep in the barn among the straw, 
afterwards served out to the cattle for food and litter. In these circumstances, 
it is only to be expected that vagrants should be one of the means of spreading 
contagion. In my own experience they have, at various times, introduced fever 
and small-pox into the parish in which I reside. In the summer of 1863, the 
last-named disease was prevalent in this district, and was the cause of death or 
disfigurement to many, both of the old and the young. Its introduction could 
clearly be traced to some beggars to whom a farmer had given lodgings. As 
they are the means of conveying over the country the diseases which affect the 
human race, it is at least probable that vagrants are also the means of spreading 
the cattle plague. At all events, the subject is worthy of attention.

Vagrants are encouraged in some burghs, by being allowed to demand 
and obtain lodgings in police stations, offices, and cells, and are the means 
of infecting them with diseases, as well as the members of the police force, whose 
duties require them to be in attendance, and to clean out these places after the 
departure of their dirty occupants. 

The "Trespass Act" is reported to have worked beneficially in the counties 
of Aberdeen, Banff, Elgin, Inverness, Nairn, and Sutherlandshire, in the north. 
In the latter, several tribes of tinkers who used to infest that county are believed 
to have emigrated to America. No notice of the Act has been taken in Ross- 
shire, where there appears to have been an increase of 329 vagrants during last 
year. In the south, in the counties of Berwick, Dumfries, Haddington, Kirkcud- 
bright, Peebles, Selkirk, and Wigtown, the " Trespass Act " has been found to 
work beneficially on its first year's trial. The central counties of Scotland do 
not appear to be so much troubled with " tinkers " and vagrants of that descrip- 
tion as those in the north and south. 

The " Trespass Act " has had the effect in some counties of forcing tinkers 
and other vagrants to lodge in country villages (now that they are prohibited 
from encamping as formerly), where they are looked upon with suspicion, and 
as troublesome neighbours. The Act may probably have a good effect on the 
children, prevent their acquiring the confirmed and generally incurable habit 
of leading a vagabond life, and enable them to receive some education, and 
thus to become, in a certain degree, more civilized than their parents. 

The number of cases of juvenile vagrancy (13,538 children) amounts to 
upwards of 23 J per cent, of the total number (57,161) reported during last 
year. 

The actual number of persons included in the cases of vagrancy will probably 
amount to about one-third, or upwards of 19,000. 

The inspection of the weights and measures has now been placed under the 
constabulary of most counties in Scotland, and gives general satisfaction to the Wei g hte and 
public: measures. 
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Police Gazette. ^ " Police Gazette,* for the information of the police and all persons em- 

ployed in the prevention and detection of crime in Scotland, would be not only 
of great use to them, but also of advantage to the public service. 

The number of officers and constables in counties amounts to 982 (being 16 
more than the year before), or one to 1,861 inhabitants: in burghs to 1,798 
(being 61 more than the year before), or one to 655 : Total, 2,780; or 1 to 1,078, 
according to the Census of 1861, excluding the county of Orkney and Shetland.

One chief constable, one superintendent, seven inspectors, six Serjeants, and 
54 constables, in four classes (one supernumerary). 

This force is the same as last year, as to numbers and rate of pay. 

One of the constables is stationed at Balmoral, and paid by Her Majesty. 
There has been a constable stationed at Glass, paid half by this county and half 
by Banffshire, his beat extending into both counties. 

The burgh of Peterhead forms a separate police district of the county, 

Two constables were appointed for Peterhead Harbour Works, and there is a 
constable employed on the Aboyne Extension Railway at present being con- 
structed. 

There are 21 officers and constables appointed as Sheriffs officers on criminal 
business in all parts of the county, except in the Peterhead district. 

The small burgh of Fraserburgh still maintains a police force of its own, 
separate from that of the county. 

A Serjeant has been appointed superintendent of the city of Elgin police ; one 
constable resigned on private family business, and one was dismissed. 

1,770 vagrants, 647 of them children, were reported by the police during the 
year, being 589 less than last year. 

The u Trespass Act'* of last session has been enforced in this county. 12 con- 
victions of breach of that Statute were obtained for encamping and entering 
barns, and these have had the effect of deterring tinkers from continuing 
their long-established customs, and have tended to diminish the number of cases 
of vagrancy. 

The police force of this county have been very actively engaged in enforcing the 
Orders in Couucil, and Regulations of the justices and local authority in regard 
to the Cattle Plague, and with considerable success, several outbreaks of the 
plague having been immediately " stamped out." 42 extra constables have been 
employed to assist the regular constables in carrying out this important duty 

This force continues to be composed of a fine and intelligent, body of men, 
and maintained in a good state of efficiency and discipline.

A serjeant and 10 constables are employed by the " Board of British-Fishery," 
on Loch Fyue. 

The burgh of Campbeltown has been united to the county for police purposes, 
under 61st section of the Act, for the last two years. 

Ak new 
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A new police station at head quarters at Lochgilphead, at Inverary, and one 
at Dunoon, are at present under consideration of the authorities ; they are very 
much required at each of these places. 

The cells at Campbeltown have been improved. 

The population of that part of the Cowal district, including Dunoon, Inellan, 
Kirn, and Sandbank, is increasing so rapidly as to call for an addition to the 
police force, and it will probably require to be made a separate police district, 
under the 58th section of the Act. 

Argyleshire has hitherto escaped from the cattle plague, no doubt arising, in 
great measure, from the precautions taken by the justices and local authority in 
employing 21 extra constables to keep a strict watch at the different ports and 
passes by which it might have been introduced from infected districts. 

1,763 vagrants, of whom 784 were children, were reported by the police during 
last year, being 250 less than the year before. 

The " Trespass Act " has partly been the means of this diminution of the 
number of vagrants, but too much encouragement is given by farmers aud 
others allowing tramps, tinkers, and other vagrants to occupy premises about 
their farms and outhouses. 

There were six vacancies in the force last year; four resignations and two 
dismissals. 

The force has been efficient.

There 
are also a serjeant and constable under the 7th section of the Statute ; the former 
employed by the " Board of Fisheries," and the latter by the District Salmon 
Fishery Board of the River Girvan. 

The superintendents are provided with spring carts and horses for conveying 
prisoners, and the weights and measures. They are allowed 40/. a-year for 
forage, besides necessary expenses of stable and farriery. 

They also receive 10 /. a-year to provide their uniform. 

Two inspectors have been appointed acting superintendents at Dairy and 
Maybole, and proposed to be made permanent appointments. They receive 15 /., 
in addition to their pay as inspectors. 

A detective is stationed in each of the four districts of the county. 

The Serjeants are divided into two classes, with 24 s. 6d. and 22 s. 6d. per 
week. 

A new station has been erected at Saltcoats. 

The probationary class of former years has now been added to the 3d class, 
with 17 s. per week. 

" Good service pay," at the rate of 1 s. per week, in addition to the regular pay 
of their class, has been established since April 1864 for detectives, and 1st, 2d, 
and 3d class constables, after five years 9 service with good conduct ; and as the 
result has proved highly satisfactory, it is now proposed to extend the benefit to 
other ranks and classes. 

The station at Largs is much in need of improvement ; and accommodation 
for a resident constable, and lock-up are required at Maybole, those at present in 
use being very bad. 

The manufacturing and mining population of this county has increased, and is 
still increasing so rapidly, that a further addition to this force will be required 
very soon, if not immediately. 

Newton and Wallacetown also require additional constables. 

18 vacancies took place during last year; nine resignations, six dismissals for 
misconduct, and three discharged for inability.

in Council, the Regulations of the justices and local authority with regard to the 

Cattle Plague, which happily has not raged to any great extent among the dairy 
herds of Ayrshire. 

12,321 vagrants, including 1,218 children, have been reported by the police 
during last year, being 157 less than the year before. 

The offices, stations, and lock-ups in this county continue to be kept particu- 
larly clean and in good order. 

This force has been maintained in a state of efficiency and good discipline 
during the year, but will require an increase soon for the reasons above stated.

The number of offences reported by the police, and the number of convictions, 
show a considerable increase above last year, and testify to the activity of the 
police. 

In addition to crimes and offences, there have been 232 accidents (40 of them 
fatal), 68 sudden deaths, 10 suicides, 9 attempts at suicide, 1 death from ex- 
posure, 26 fires, and 10 shipwrecks, all investigated by the police, aud reported 
to the procurator fiscal. 

The constabulary of this county have been much employed in duties con- 
nected with the Cattle Plague which prevailed to a serious extent, but no addi- 
tional men were employed for this purpose. 

The chief constable of this county is also required to act as procurator fiscal 
to the justices of the peace for the prosecution of poaching cases, public-houses 
and road cases, requiring* his frequent attendance at petty sessions, in the four 
districts of the county, and thus taking up much time that might be more pro- 
perly employed in the police duties of this populous and extensive county. The 
five burghs above mentioned, being united with the county, add to the chief 
constable's duties.

Police-stations have been erected at Kingussie and Fort William, and one is 
about to be built at Portree, in the Isle of Skye. 

Many of the beats of this county, in the west and north in particular, are 
very extensive ; and houses for the constables are much required, and lock-ups 
for prisoners. 

Three constables were employed in protecting salmon fishing in the Ness. 

921 vagrants, 384 of them children, were reported by the police, being 483 
less than the year before.

Thus, a man entering the Glasgow police at 16 s. per week, 
may, after 15 months' good service, receive 20 s., with the prospect and a " fair 
field" for promotion by merit to the second and first classes, and higher grades 
in the force. 

A superannuation fund is much required in this large and important force, 
there being many constables who should now retire from the service. 

Ill married and 101 single men are provided with good lodgings at 
a moderate rent, in station houses, and other premises, leased and fitted up for 
them.
